Ontario health officials named 14 
wartime companies whose employees

The radiation scare began when the 
ministry of health sealed off the third floor 
of a Toronto building occupied during the 
war by Automatic Dial and Instruments 
Ltd., makers of luminous dials for ships 
and aircraft. 

Experts say parts of the third floor 
contain 800 times more than the 
acceptable level of radiation. 


* Officials told a press corfference that the 


companies -- 12 in Metro, one each in 
Hamilton and Ottawa -- are all now 
defunct. 

Three of the buldings have been 
demolished and the others are being 
inspected with geiger counters to see if 
they still present a radiation hazard - 
which could lead to cancer. 

Dr. Jan Muller, radiation and medical 
consultant, said prolonged exposure to 
radium 225 contained in a paint spill 
found, might cause a variety of cancers.

Six major points illustrate the’ sig- 
nificance of planned expansion of the 
Rideau-Trent-Severn waterway. 

An agreement calling for the co-ordinat- 
ed planning and development. of the 
425-mile long land and water recreational 
corridor between Ottawa and Georgian 
Bay, was signed by the Canadian and 
Ontario Governments last week. 

Called the CORTS (Canada-Ontario- 
Rideau-Trent-Severn) agreement, it is the 
culmination of seven years of study 
involving some 15 federal and provincial 
government ministries and numerous 
‘municipal governments, conservation 
authorities, interest groups and the 
general public. - 

The six major points, which illustrate the 
significance of added tourist trade for the 
area based on a far greater number of 
tourists, are as follows: 

_ 1- The waterway will be in the form of a 
giant horseshoe, cutting across the heart 
of Ontario’s recreation land, but is 
adjacent to the major transportation 
routes linking Toronto. and Montreal. — 

2- The system contains a unique mixture 
of recreation features - lakes, beaches, 
swimming areas, fishing waters, scenic 

J _ Jandscapes, natural sites such as water- 
Ne | falls ‘and caves, and historic and 


rchaeological, sites of national sig- 
icance, . eRe 3 > ai 
3 - The Rideau-Trent-Severn waterway 
~ will form one of the continent’s most 
beautiful and varied inland boat routes. 
*he Rideau canal (125 miles), the Bay of 
uinte (60 miles). and the Trent-Severn 
canal (240 miles) make up its constituent 
parts. 
4 - Most of the waterway corridor lies

Parents-to-be 
counselled 
on diseases . 
of the unborn

Will my child be normal? 

Prospective parents invariably 
ask themselves this question and, 
until comparatively recently, the 
only answer was’ to wait and see. 

But developments in the field of 
genetics — the science of heredity 
— now make it possible to provide 
more clear-cut answers about the 
likelihood of a child being born 
with an inherited disease. 

One of the methods geneticists 
use is called amniocentesis — tap- 
ping the amniotic fluid in the sac 
surrounding the fetus, and analyz- 
ing it and the cells. This way, they 
can often detect chromosome dis- 
orders, brain and spinal defects, 

_ biochemical and other abnormal- 
ities in the unborn child. 

The genetic counsellor interprets 
this information to the parents-to- 
be and, in the overwhelming ma- 
jority of cases, is able to provide 
the sought-for reassurance that all 
is well. 

In Ontario, genetic counselling is 
offered in each of the province's 
five health sciences centres in Ham- 
ilton, Kingston, London, Ottawa 
and Toronto. One counsellor. Dr. - 
Margaret Thompson of Toronto, 
says the principal indications for 
seeking genetic advice are when the 
prospective parents already have a 

- child with an abnormality that might 
have a genetic basis, such as cystic 
fibrosis or hemophilia, and when 
the mother-to-be is past the normal 
childbearing age — that is to say, 
around the age of 40. 

Essentially, genetic counselling is 
a way of providing additional in- 


formation about the unborn child. 
We know, for example, that the 
incidence of babies born with 
Down’s Syndrome (mongolism) is 
higher when the mother is in her 
late 30s or early 40s. Even so, Dr. 
H. A. Gardner, head of. the depart- 
ment of cytogenics at the Toronto 
General Hospital, points out that 
the counsellor can still be the 
bearer of reassuring news in most 
cases. The chances of a woman 
in her 40s bearing a Down's Syn- 
drome baby are still only one in 
100. Dr. Gardner feels that any 
pregnant woman over 35 years of 
age should avail herself of genetic 
counselling for her own peace of 
mind. 

. While there are obviously ethical 
questions to be asked about genetics 
and its possible consequences — at 
their most simplistic, would the 
aborted hemophiliac have been a 
musical genius, for instance-— gene- 
tic counselling is, as Dr. Thomp- 
son puts it, “a way of optimizing 
the chances of having healthy 
children.” 

In the future, genetic counselling 
will be able to do more than that 
— correcting some of the genes 
that produce disease, and circum- 
venting other diseases by getting to 
treatment at the earliest possible 
stage, perhaps even in the uterus. 
It is known, for instance, that cer- 
tain inborn metabolic diseases can 
be corrected simply by adjusting the

10,000 fewer homes 


for senior citizens 
low income people 


The Ontario Government said it will build 
10,000 fewer senior citizen and low income 
housing units this year unless the federal 
government changes its funding plans. 


The federal government plans to spend: 
about $435 million to finance housing in 


: Ontario in 1975, and increase of 12 per cent 


over last year. 


Housing Minister Donald Irvine, accusing 
the feds of failing to realize the importance 
of low-income housing, said the increase in 
federal spending only keeps pace with 
inflation 


‘He said he is not as concerned about the 
total amount that the federal government 
will spend as he is about how they will 
spend it. ee 

He said more will be spent on 
middle-income housing but the figure for 
low income will be down 35 per cent from 
$143 million to $106 million. (He describes 


low-income as $8,000-$11,000 and middle- 


income $11,000-$18,000.) 

Irvine said Ontario had plannned to build 
8,000 senior citizens units in Toronto this 
year but. if federal allocations remain 


_ unchanged that figure will be reduced to 


2,000 units. And only 500 of 2,000 family 
units planned across the province will be 
built. 
The housing minister said there is also a 
| chance that 8,000 units planned 
under the Home Ownershif Made Easy 
(HOME) program will be reduced by 2,000 
units.

‘‘master ‘agreement’’ with Brampton to 
provide 15,000 new housing units over the 
next three years. Of these, 10 per cent will 
be constructed under the HOME program 
and 20 per cent will be built for families 
whose annual income does not exceed 
$20,000. 

The housing minister also announced four 
more agreements have been signed for

The presidents of each factory 
will hold a meeting to get ‘their reactions to 
the plan. Many farmers feel that cheese 
can be manufactured more economically at 
some central point. If the plan is carried 
through it will involve the outlay of a 
considerable amount of money for new

eyes healthy

Throughout history poets have 
been intrigued with eyes: the Ox- 
ford Dictionary of Quotations alone 
contains more than 400 entries on 
the subject. 

A medical approach to eyes may 
be less romantic than a poetical one, 
but no less fascinating, for the eyes 
are a dramatically simple and-dur- 
able structure. Baar 

The secret, from a health point of 
view, is to recognize their vulner- 
ability — and protect them. Most 
serious eye trouble is caused by 
trauma. If you’re hammering steel 
on steel, or welding, use goggles. Be 
cautious in handling caustic clean- 
ing solutions. 

The cataract is one of the most 


’ common results of injury to the eye 


—and also one of the most mis- 
understood optical changes. It isn’t 
caused, as many people believe, by 
a film or coating developing in front 
of the eye and hampering sight; 
rather, it occurs when the protein in 
the lens inside the eye is affected by 
some outside object or substance 
and turns white, thus clouding 
vision. Treatment is a simple form 
of surgery that is one of the most 
commonly performed in general 
hospitals. 

Cataracts can also occur as a 
natural result of aging — when the 
lens hardens; and also are some- 
times present in the children of 
women who have had rubella (Ger- 
man measles) during pregnancy. 

. The fairly short list of non-in- 
herited eye problems includes glau- 
coma, a pressure inside the eye 


which can lead to loss of vision. It 
occurs mainly in middle age and 
beyond and can be detected early 
by a simple testing method called 
tonometry. 

- For children, vision testing in the 
schools is, according to Dr. John 
Speakman, a professor of ophthal- 
mology at the University of Toron- 
to, an effective means of catching 
problems early. The important 
thing, however, is that parents 
should act on the findings. 

The child with strabismus, for 
example — a crossed eye — should 
have the “lazy” eye stimulated by 
covering the good eye, on a doctor's 
recommendation, so that vision can 
be fully developed. But ideally this 
should begin before the child is five; 
similarly, corrective spectacles 
should be ordered if these are nec- 
essary to head off eye problems in 
later life. 

For adults, vision testing should 
be part of a regular medical check- 
up. And any changes in vision 
should be reported to a physician 
immediately. Most refractions are 
referred to either an ophthalmol- 
ogist or an optometrist. An optician 
dispenses glasses.

percent. 


Overall real estate sales volume is 
-expected to decline in 1975 because prices 
have levelled out. Values have stabilized, 
or at least have stopped rising at a 
dramatic rate of over 25 percent per year. 
It is concluded then that perhaps up to half 
as many new people will join the real 
estate fraternity in the province this year.

Covers news 
for 30 years 


For more than 30 years now, Mrs. Joe 
Donly has been giving Madoc Review 
readers a glimpse of life in the village of 
Bannockburn. 

Born: in Bannockburn and having lived 


’ there almost all her life, she has built up 


quite a following for her weekly social 
' notes. 

‘I have ffiends out west who get the 

Review,’’ she said, ‘‘And whenever they 


call, they always tell me to be sure and 


send the Bannockburn news into the 
Review.”’ 


A lot of people, she said, call her social 


news gossip. 
‘Well, it is gossip. But when you write a 


letter, it’s the same kind of thing.”” 


She remembered one request to call the 
weekly news ‘‘Bannockburn Banter’’. 

**But ‘Banter’ means gossip, and I don’t 
like that."’ 

“‘Really though,’’ she laughed, ‘‘I don’t 
care what they call the column as long as 
the name Bannockburn is there.’’ 

The only thing she insists on, she said, is 
that good news go in the paper. 

“If I should happen to hear anything that 
wasn't very nice about people, I sure 
wouldn't put it in the paper. I’m Irish and | 
like to do great things for my kin. I 
wouldn't want to disappoint my fri¢nds. As 
long as people like to read it, then I like to 


' send it in.”’ 


Mrs. Donly isn’t really sure how long she 
has been a correspondent for the Review, 
but does remember she started more than 
30 years ago while running* the 
Bannockburn general store along with her 
husband. 

The couple first took over the store in 
1926, running it for 27 years. 

‘**Bannockburn used to be a busy little 
place at one time,’’ she remembered. ‘‘In 
those years, the big thing used to be 
mining. There used to be an iron mine 
down the road, and a gold mine across 
the river.”’ 

‘‘At one time we had two stores, a 
blacksmith shop, a saw mill, a grist mill, 
two churches, a train station and a school 
This is the worst time Bannockburn has 
ever had.”’

‘““When the rennit is put it, it is stirred a 
little bit, and then the paddles are taken 
right out. The cheese will start to thicken 
up quick, and it is left to sit for about 15 
minutes. 
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“The cheese is then cut with a screen like 

_ cutter, then is drawn through the cheese. 

Wires on the cutter are about one-quarter 

inch apart and make hundreds of slices 
through the cheese. 

“It is then cooked at 103 degrees, and 
stirred while it is cooked. The acid goes on 
and developes to a certain acidity and after 
about an hour and a half the whey is taken 
off.”’ | ‘ 
«The cheese is then piled along the sides, 
and is turned until it ‘gets smooth 
enough. This is called cheddering it. It is 
then milled into curds., 

“Salt is then added at the rate of two 
pounds per thousand pounds of milk, and 
is stirred in well. The cheese is then. put 
into hoops where the water is squeezed out 
of it. 

“It is left in the hoops overnight, and is 
taken out the next morning as cheese.’’ 

Almost all of the equipment at the Harold 
Cheese Factory was bought and installed in 
the last seven years. Everything the cheese 
touches is now stainless steel. 


‘After the cheese is taken. out of the 
hoops it is put in a room and taken down to 
40 degrees for 48 hours. The temperature 
drop is quick to insure. even flavor.”’ 

The cheese is then taken to a main storage 
room where it can remain for up to two or 
three years, depending on how old 
customers want their cheese.

© The release of “Pilgrimage of Faith’’ 


marks a proud moment in the life of Madoc 
village and Madoc township. 

This chromicle of 150 years of church 
heritage is the first and only work written 
and published by life-time residents of the 
municipality. It covers all of the churches 
established in the township and the village 
from the days of the first settlers. 

The text recounts events that many of us 
have never hear of. For example, the days 
when services were held in the various 
homes of the form of meetings before 
church buildings were erected, and how 
preachers used to travel the countryside on 
horseback spreading the word of the Bible. 

However, the book wasn’t an overnight 
development. Alma Moorcroft, one of the 
authors, reports that it was back in 1968 
that she was first appointed to the 
committee set up to preserve this 
disappearing segment of our heritage.

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In the point system at Centre Hastings 
Secondary School, peints are awarded to 
individual students and to Houses as a 
whole for achievement or participation in 
clubs, special events, sports etc. 


Accumulation of points then determines 

House standings or in the case of the 
individual student, whether he or she 
receives activity bars or a school letter. 


Students may participate or compete’ in 
basicially three levels: At the school level 
in intershcolastic sports, various contests 
such as mathematics, typing, safety quiz 
etc or in fairs; At the House level; As an 
individual (academic). 


Awards at the school level could be used 
in the form of sports trophies or prizes from 
other contests or achievements. 

House awards fall into basically four 
categories: . 

1. Academic - The aggregate total of the 
term averages for the nine home rooms 
in each House forms the basis for academic 
standing. For example, if each room in a 
House had 70 per cent, that House receives 
630 points. 

2. Athletics - Intramurals and field day 
accounts for the largest portion although 
participation in interscholastics is also 
considered. 

3. Clubs and Special Events - Participat- 
ion in clubs, services to the school and 
special events such as winter carnivals, 
fund raising etc. determines the winning 
House. 

4. Attendance -, Monthly attendance for 
each House is checked to determine House 
standings. 

Banners will be awarded to the Houses 
with the highest standing in each of the 
above four categories. 

‘A House~ Champion banner is then

awarded to the overall winning House. In 
addition, a House trophy will be presented 
for intramurals and for snow sculpturing. 

Individual achievement is recognized in 
many ways. Academic trophies are 
awarded to the individual student with the 
highest standing in each year. Certificates 
of merit as well as bars are given to honor 


- students. Points and bars are awarded to 


all individuals. for their academic record, 
their participation and achievement in 
sports, as well as participation in clibs 
etc.. Seventy-five per cent attendance in 
club events etc. is required to qualify for 
points or bars. 

The school letter is awarded to students 


who have achieved high standards and who 


have made an exceptional contribution to 
the life of the school. Details of the point 
system can be obtained by personal 
request at the Student Services Centre.

pays 10 times the subsidy to dairy farmers than what is 
paid in Canada. 

Food is Canada’s most important export, too. About one- 
third or more of the balance of trade for this country comes 
from the export of food.

We'should be selling all we possibly 
can and getting the highest possible price for it. a 

This country has been unable to produce much in the way 
of manufactured goods for export. 


Let the industrialists cry all they want for bigger and bet- 
ter tax breaks. They still cannot grab a reasonable portion 
of world markets with their products because Canadians 
do not seem to be able to compete anywhere else but in the 
production of food. 

Cheap food means, in the end, a lack of food which, in 
turn, results in dear food. You cannot expect farmers to 
stay on the land and produce and not make a reasonably 
good living from that production.

~ to plant Geraniums

Geranium plants now -- from parent plants 


wintered indoors. 

“Before starting plants from cutting, 
think back to the performance of the parent 
plants last summer,’’ advises Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food flower 
specialist, J.K. Hughes. ‘‘If the plants 
grew poorly, or had crinkled leaves or 
spotted foliage, they may be seriously 
diseased. There is little point in 
propagating cuttings from diseased plants. 
Wait until the spring planting season and 
buy new, disease- plants from a 


' top-quality grower instead.” 


To take a cutting from a healthy plant, 
remove a leaf with a portion of its stem. 


Dip the end of the stem into a fungicide;— 
such as captan, and place it in a sterilized “ 


medium, such as perlite. Supply the 
cutting with some bottom heat to bring the 
temperature to about 70 degree F. This 
temperature helps promote callusing and 
root formation. Keep the perlite barley 
moist. 

After roots are established, plant the 
cutting in a small container or flat filled 
with a soil mixture of one-third pasteurized 
soil, orie-third peat and one-third perlite. 
Keep the plants in the bright, but sunless, 
window of a cool room. To ensure they are 
ready for transplanting in late May, 
fertilize them lightly and regularly.

You can prolong your bouquet 


Many women enjoy receiving the gift of 
a bouquet of flowers, but unfortunately cut 
flowers don’t last very long. Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food hort- 
iculturist J.K. Hughes has some useful tips 
to help you prolong.the life of your 
bouquet. 


‘‘As soon as it arrives, cut one to two 
inches off each stem and place the flowers 
in warm water,’’ he advises. To supply the 
blooms with necessary food, and prevent 
blockages of the tissues that conduct 
nutrients up the stems, add a preservative

to the- water. This will also control 
bacterial growth in the water and, in some 
cases, help to develop unopened buds. 
Preservatives are available at, most florists 
and garden centers. 


Mr. Hughes says the flowers need daily 


attention. ‘‘To promote the flow of water 
up the stems, cut the bottom off each stem 
every morning. At the same time, empty 
the flower container, clean it to remove 


‘bacteria, and refill it with fresh water to 


which preservative has been added.”’ 
Keep your bouquet as cool as possible, 
away from fireplaces and direct sunlight.

YOUR 
HOSPITAL 


Question - Doctors do all the work in the 


hospital, so why ‘is there a Board of 


Governors to run the place? 


Answer - Although it is-true that doctors 
are an important, invaluable part of the 
operation of a hospital, it is not true to say 
that they ‘‘do all the work’’ in the hospital. 

Hospitals are partnerships between the 
physician, hospital staff and voluntary 
workers. The Board of Directors, made up 
of unpaid volunteers, represent the people 
in the community. They bear legal -and 
moral responsibility for the hospital and 
the level of care it provides. 


It is the Board of Directors to whom the 


hospital administration is responsible for 
the running of the hospital and to whom 


‘the medical staff is responsible for the level 


of medical practice. Doctors have ‘‘staff 
privileges’’ to treat patients, not to run the 
hospital. These privileges are granted by 
the Board of Directors on the recommend- 
ation of the Medical Staff Committee. In 
this way, the Board is able to watch over 
the standard of medical practice in. the 
interests of the safety and care of the 
patient. 

The major strength of the voluntary 
hospital system that we have in Ontario is 
the fact that the hospitals are run by the 
Board of Directors who are not employees 
of the hospital, nor do they receive any 
salaries for their efforts. 

They are unpaid representatives of the 
local community and this helps ensure that 
the hospital services provided in the 
community reflect the needs of that 
community as far as possible.
